ports to prevent “sweating.'”" Power-
ful acld lke fumes are emitted by
the preparation that has “laughing
gas"” beaten to a frazzle if a person
happens to inhale a lttle too much,
Hart was sent into the dome first,
and very soon his employer, Gardner,
heard him singing and laughing al-
ternately in the most happy manner,
and thought what fine shape his
palnter was in,  But strange to say,
Garvdner didn't find quite as much of
the dome covered as would naturally
result with 4 workman in such a
happy mood, and put Sutton on the
job to help him,

The only ventilation is through an
aperture about eighteen inches in di-
ameter through which the men ¢limb-
ed to get inside the dome, An extra
man meant an extra pall of the pre-
paration, and consequently the
strength of the aroma was doubled.
